DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-25 are 
allowed with the reasons indicated in Applicnat's response, pages 7-10 and also as following: 

Regarding Fischer et al. (US 6567454), Fischer discloses in Fig. 1 the claimed invention 
with an ion implanted current confinement layer 103. However, Fischer does not mention the 
longitudinal distance between the peak longitudinal implant concentration by at least 0.5 microns 
nor providing any suggestion regarding the issue. 

Regarding Jiang et al. (US 6642070), Jiang discloses the claimed invention in Fig. 1 with 
the implanted current confinement region 1 14. However, Jiang further teaches that the distance 
125 between the peak longitudinal implant concentration and the cavity is only a quarter of a 
wavelength which is far less than 0.5 microns.
